Dear Willem, 


Your good letter was written precisely one month after I had had 
the pleasure of a triple by-pass heart operation. That must be 
the most brutal bit of medical work done by man. Since that date 
I have had to take it easy and have not been able to keep up a 
very busy schedule. However things are improving, and I feel 
guite a bit better now. 


I shall be most pleased to see the sun set this evening as it 
takes with it this year of 1990. I not only had that heart work; 
but last spring I had a major back operation. Nobody should ever 
attempt to do two such things in one year. Oh well, that's the 
way the ball bounces. 


You appear to have heard from Peggy Robohm. She has got to be the 
finest researcher at Yale. She digs up everything from Skull and 
Bones to the fact that old Eli was with the East India Company in 
Bombay when he sent the money to help the college get started. 


As a matter of fact, I did not realize that you were a student at 
Yale while I was teaching there in the Forties. Maybe I just 
forgot it; but I think I never knew it. I wrote for Bill Buckley 
when he was editor of the Daily News; but otherwise had a real 
low profile. 


You mentioned that SA/TV showed the "Anderson JFK" film. I am 
sorry to say that I am not aware of such a production under that 
name. I did some work years ago for Nigel Turner on a Central BBC 
TV film. He did the same thing...unbeknownst to me...of running 
the Mafia into the act. It‘s too bad they can't work with the 
courage their convictions. At least his work was an improvement. . 


If you have a "lone nut" in hand, then you do not have to come up 
with a reason...no "cui bono.” At least if you run in the Mafia, 
Castro or other you are on your way to admitting that there had 
to be a motive.

I worked with 
Harry Livingstone and Bob Groden on their good book "High 
Treason.” Despite the fact that they had to publish the book 
themselves, I noticed that it was up to #2 on the NY Times "Best 
Seller" lists a while ago. It is good. 


I am working on contract with Oliver Stone on his planned JFK 
movie as Consultant/Technical Advisor. That scenario will be 
built around the Garrison work. Stone brought me into it to 
broaden the Washington DC angle. 


In today's world even the JFK murder begins to appear to be a 
minor issue. This weird "Gulf Crisis", all over Saudi Arabia's 
gold finds and new oil discoveries; the banking situation and so 
many other things such as the collapse of the game of the Cold 
War are beyond belief. It is too bad that our media, meaning the 
world's media, has become worthless. This would be a great time 
to have some real newspapers. 


Well...we turned the corner into 1991 last night. I look forward 
to this new year with interest. I trust it will be pleasant and 
eventful for you.
